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Tax Law Tangles 


the complicatedness and abstruseness 
phraseology with which statutory enact- 
ments are customarily clothed the adminis- 
tration the new revenue act presents 
multitude difficult problems for officials 
and more specially for those whom is, 
apparently, purposed tax. The Bureau 
Internal Revenue, its duty prepare 
regulations for the administration the act, 
has tremendous, unenviable task. Indus- 
try and commerce, especially those divisions 
which have been singled out for discrim- 
inatory taxation, will find impossible 
know how comply with the provisions 
the act. is, best, doubtful that ade- 
quate interpretation the act can made 
the courts within the period the appli- 
cation certain its provisions. The un- 
certainty caused the long-drawn-out 
preparation the act has been continued 
large part the abstruse measure finally 
enacted. 

The phraseology title the act 
which, under the head 
Excise Taxes,” embraces most variegated 
assortment taxes, not the most com- 
plicated the statute. But, this section 
alone enough bring aggravated 
attack the “jitters” for anyone who at- 
tempts interpret the confusing provisions. 
The confusion the individual provisions 
this section worse confounded the 
section (620) which some indefinite ex- 
tent and some indefinite manner exempts 
from the excises articles sold for further 
manufacture. the exemptions aimed 
this section apply the new import 
duties imposed the revenue act, well 
the sales taxes, the collection these 
duties likely prove very complicated. 
Another confusing general provision that 
section 619, which requires the Commis- 
sioner Internal Revenue determine 
under certain circumstances, fair market 
price which the applicable excise 
based. The courts will busy with 
cases under these two sections. 

One the problems which the regulations 
may simplify the courts may puzzled 
with what the tax imported lubri- 
cating oils sold the United States. 
true with respect gasoline, the revenue act 
contains two separate provisions for the taxing 
lubricating oils. each case, one the 
provisions import duty, the other sales 
tax. the case gasoline, the two pro- 
visions are clearly indicated supplemental. 
the case lubricating oils, the phraseology 
merely confusing. The prevailing view 
Washington that imported lubricating oils 
are not doubly taxed. this true, the 
domestic petroleum industry has been given 
tariff protection with respect lubricating 
oils; because the sales tax domestic oils 
wholly offsets the new duty imported oils. 

Copper chemicals offer specially puzzling 
problem, because only two them, the sul- 
phate and the acetates, are clearly provided for 
the taxing section. The status all other 
copper chemicals depends whether copper 
which exists chemical combination, and 
“the component material chief value” 
chemical, the price which, because its 
individual properties, depending largely the 
other elements present, from three more 
than hundred times the price copper.

Foundation, Not Inflation 


Prosperity must built strong 
foundation. would better that 
left lie where has fallen than that 
raised another illusionary levitation 
means mere inflation. 

The one solid foundation prosperity 
sound purchasing power—and the more 
broadly this base laid, the greater its 
strength and the greater the margin 
safety for the superstructure that will rest 
upon it. Sound purchasing power connotes 
the proper valuation money those who 
will have spend. “Easy money” can- 
not make for soundness 
Sound purchasing power rests produc- 
tive, constructive employment. Prosperity, 
then, awaits improvement the employ- 
ment situation. 

Estimates arrived computations 
based various official and unofficial data 
employment are reported place the 
number involuntarily unemployed the 
United States 12,000,000, almost 
percent the gainful workers the coun- 
try. This figure, quite likely, too high; 
but not greatly excessive, because the 
government records show decline 
percent since 1926 the number persons 
employed major industrial operations. 
conservative say that the general per- 
centage unemployment is, least, one- 
half large that indicated the lim- 
ited official data, and that, at:least, 9,000,000 
persons are involuntarily unemployed. This, 
itself, would seriously weaken the foun- 
dation prosperity. But, the official em- 
ployment statistics show, also, that indus- 
trial pay-roll totals are percent less than 
they were 1926, and this would support 
estimate that the purchasing power 
gainfully employed workers the United 
States about percent less than was 
six years ago. There the situation: the 
workers this country have percent less 
money spend than they had 1926, and 
some percent them have none. 

The problem rebuilding prosperity, 
then, presents two aspects prac- 
ticable—not, possible—to start build- 
ing obviously inadequate foundation, 
planning, perhaps, extend the base the 
superstructure requires; (2) possible 
construct adequate foundation? 
may not possible, and not necessary, 
build permanent adequate foundation 
first. Public works must take some 
the burden, temporarily, from industry and 
for 9,000,000 workers are far too 
many absorbed gainful, private 
operations this time. Many will argue, 
many argue, that inflation one means 
less temporary support for the rebuilding

prosperity. Few its advocates have 
any definite idea how inflation should 
applied. two them are agreement 
this respect. None their plans prac- 
ticable, or, applicable, would more 
than very weak and unstable prop—as 
useless toy-balloon bed for 100-ton 
engine. solid foundation needed, and 
adequately broad one. More persons 
must given employment. 

easy say that more persons must 
given employment—but more persons 
must given employment before prosper- 
ity can rebuilt, and the longer this, the 
only real start toward rebuilding prosperity 
delayed, the greater will the number 
persons for whom employment must 
found. for the making this start, 
and for this purpose alone, that industry 
and commerce should utilize more credit. 
And for this purpose, more credit must 
made available industry and commerce; 
not that their financial position may di- 
rectly strengthened, but that they may 
enabled start putting idle money into 
circulation paying workers who will, 
turn, enabled buy the things that 
they need and desire and thus return all 
branches industry and commerce hon- 
estly earned profits these things. 

Where shall this start toward rebuilding 
prosperity made? Best, the basic in- 
dustries; for all building best begun 
the bottom. The bargain-sale efforts the 
retail division can expected accom- 
plish but little. These work only toward 
cheaper and still cheaper goods, lower 
and still lower prices, with smaller and still 
smaller returns for distributor and manu- 
facturer the money and energy expended 
their sale and production. The chemical 
and related industries are basic industries. 
Their operations contribute practically 
every other branch industry. Shoes, tex- 
tile products, household necessities, many 
foods, almost everything that bought 
those employed the chemical and related 
industries represents use some product 
these industries and returns profit 
these industries. There can, therefore, 
questioning the appropriateness and 
the wisdom starting the rebuilding 
prosperity giving employment more 
persons in, successively, selling, promoting 
the use of, and producing chemicals and re- 
lated products. And there can more 
appropriate, wiser time make this start 
than now. Every day delay adds the 
magnitude the task. 

the rebuilding prosperity, industry 
and commerce must not expect too much, 
must not accept too much, assistance from 
government through public works. Such 
assistance costly. goodly measure 
necessary now and must paid for: 
not costly the burden which lack 
will impose. Industry and commerce 
must start with large share.of the task 
they can possibly assume.

WASHINGTON, June 10, 1931. 


Domestic competition rather than 
Argentine imports have forced the 
price casein down its recent low 
levels, the United States Tariff Com- 
mission was told today during hear- 
ing the application Centro 
Industrial Lechera, Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, for decrease the pres- 
ent duty cents per pound. 

Importers pointed out that, since 
the imposition this high duty the 
tariff act 1930, imports Argen- 
tine casein have dropped some per- 
cent while domestic production has in- 
relatively, and that while lack 
demand big factor the price 
decline, Argentine casein has generally 
been able command price about 
cents per pound above that for do- 
mestic grades. 

American dairy interests, objecting 
any decrease the casein duty, 
insisted that the commission could not 
recommend any duty change without 
ascertaining both foreign and domes- 
tic costs producing skim milk, the 
raw material for casein. They pointed 
out that, its 1926 investigation 
casein production, the Tariff Com- 
mission reported the President that 
was unable make recommenda- 
tion duty change because had 
been unable determine skim milk 
costs either country, and dairy in- 
terests insisted that method de- 
termining the cost producing skim 
milk has been discovered since. 


Argument for Decrease 


The principal witness for the im- 
porters was Sebastian Gonzales Saba- 
thie, Buenos Aires. Questioned 
Kemper Simpson, New York attorney, 
the witness declared that, Argen- 
tina, casein the most important milk 
product next butter and has im-

After considering them executive 
session, the commission denied these 
petitions; whereupon the dairy inter- 
ests withdrew from further participa- 
tion the proceedings.

1. This commercial standard is estab- 
lished to provide a basis of understanding 
for the guidance of producers, distributors, 
and users, in order to eliminate confusion 
resulting from a diversity of opinion rela- 
tive to the grading of sulphonated (sul- 
phated) oil. 

Scope 

2. This specification covers the meth- 
od of grading sulphonated (sulphated) 
oils, saponifiable types, and includes def- 
inition, nomenclature, and methods of 
analysis. 


Definition 


3. For the purposes of these specifica- 
tions, the term, “Sulphonated Oil,” shall 
designate the product of interaction be- 
tween saponifiable oil fat its fatty 
acids, or a mixture of saponifiable oils or 
fats or their fatty acids, and sulphuric 
acid or similar sulphonating agent. the 
reaction to take place under such condition 
that some or all of the oil is converted 
into a sulphate. With the exception of 
water and alkali, it shall contain no other 
admixture. 


Nomenclature 


4. A sulphonated oil of any partic- 
ular designation shall contain no other oil 
or fat except the kind designated. For 
example, sulphonated castor oil shall be 
manufactured from no other oil or fat 
except castor oil.

5. The strength or concentration of a 
sulphonated oil shall be expressed as the 
sum of the percentages by weight of the 
following active ingredients as determined 
under ‘“‘Methods of Analysis’ :-—

Dr. Virgil Coblentz 


Dr. Virgil Coblentz, retired pro- 
fessor pharmaceutical chemistry 
and former chief chemist for

The domestic gasoline sales tax 
cent per gallon will run 
June 30, 1933; the taxes automo- 
biles, trucks, accessories, tires, and 
tubes. will run until July 31. 1934; and 
the tax safe deposit 
continue indefinitely. 

postage rate cents per ounce will 
take effect July and the increase 
second-class rates will take effect July 
but the duration both increases 
rates will be increased July 6 to 8 
cents for the first ounce fraction 
thereof and cents for each addi- 
tional ounce fraction. The present 
rates are cents and cents, re- 
spectively. This increase is not pro- 
vided in the revenue act, but has been 
ordered the Postmaster-General, 
who has legal authority increase 
air-mail rates when he sees fit.

Rules for Sampling and 
Analyzing Product 


Following intensive study which 
began 1925 and after two years’ 
test the cottonseed industry, stand- 
ard grades for cottonseed have been 
established by the Department of Ag- 
riculture. The grading system makes 
possible the determination the qual- 
ity and yield milling value cot- 
tonseed, and the publication market 
price information, thereby enabling 
producers know whether they are 
getting fair price for their seed, the 
department 

Grade 100 is the basis grade on 
which quotations will made. From 
one ton cottonseed this grade 
efficient cottonseed oil mill should 
able .to obtain 313 pounds oil, 822 
pounds meal (41.13 percent protein), 
125 pounds linters, and 640 pounds 
hulls. Grades above 100 are pre- 
either froin the fact that greater quan- 
tities oil protein can ob- 
tained that the seed special 
quality. 

Grades below 100 are discount 
grades, which grades result from the 
fact that because of variety or unfa- 
vorable soil climatic conditions the 
development oil protein has been 
restricted, or to the fact that the seed 
have deteriorated quality through 
exposure or contamination. 

Stating that virtue the author- 
ity vested by Congress in the Secretary 
Agriculture, Arthur Hyde, the 
secretary, has issued formal public 
notice establishing the grades, methods 
of sampling, analyzing and grading 
of cottonseed which will be the officia! 
standards the United States 
June 1. The regulations, or standards, 
which have been promulgated follow:— 

Section 1.—The grade of cottonseed 
shall be determined from the analysis 
of samples, and it shall be the result, 
stated as the nearest whole number with- 
out fractions, obtained by multiplying a 
Quantity Index by a Quality Index, as 
hereinafter provided. 

(a) The Basis Grade of 
shall be Grade 100. 

(b) High grades of cottonseed shall be 
those grades about 100. 

(c) Low grades of cottonseed shall be 
those grades below 100. 

Section 2.—The § following equations 
shall be used in determining the Quan- 
tity Index of cottonseed :— 

(a) For cotton seed, that by analysis 
contain not less than 17 percent of oil, 
the Quantity Index shall equal four times 
the percentage of oil. plus six times the 
percentage of ammonia, plus five. 

(b) For cottonseed, that by analysis 
contain less than 17 percent oil, the 
Quantity index shall equal five times the 
percentage of oil, plus six times the 
percentage of ammonia, minus twelve. 

Section 3.—The Quality Index of cotton 
seed shall be a percentage of purity and 
soundness, and shall be determined as 
follows :— 

(a) Superior Quality Cotton Seed. 
Cotton seed that, by analysis, contain less 
than % percent foreign matter, and more 
than 8.0 percent but less than 10 percent 
moisture, and less than % percent free 
fatty acids in the oil in the seed, shal!

Sales Lower 1931 


Zinc Chloride and Leaded Zinc 
Oxide Were 
Imports Negligible 


Sales all lead pigments and all 
pigments and salts, with the ex- 
ception leaded zinc oxide and zinc 
chloride, registered decreases 1931, 
according statistics compiled the 
United States Bureau Mines. These 
decreases followed substantial declines 
all lead and zinc pigments and zinc 
salts 1930. 

Decreases lead pigments sales 
comparison with 1930 were as fol 
lows:— 

Red lead, percent; orange min- 
eral, percent; basic lead sulphate, 
percent: litharge, percent; and 
white lead, dry and oil, each per- 

Zine oxide sales fell off percent, 
lithopone percent, and zinc sulphate 
percent. Contrary the general 
trend sales leaded zinc oxide were 
percent higher 1931 than 1930 and 
chloride were percent higher. 

should noted, however, that 
with the exception the lead pigment, 
orange mineral, which involves only 
small tonnage, leaded zinc oxide and 
zinc chloride suffered the largest pro- 
portionate declines recorded for lead 
and zine pigments and zinc salts for 
1930. 

The lithopone producers reported 
annual production capacity 222,000 
tons. 

Imports lead pigments, which are 
relatively unimportant, showed _ de- 
creases in 1931. Exports of white lead 
were 5,008 tons 1931, compared with 
tons 1930, and exports red 
lead were 3,087 tons, compared with 
4,128 tons the preceding year. 

Imports of zinc oxide were 1,457 tons 
compared with 1,135 tons 1930; 
imports of lithopone dropped from 7,- 
018 tons in 1930 to 5,674 tons in 1931. 
Over the same period imports of zinc 
sulphide declined from tons 
tons, zine chloride from 351 tons 278 
tons, and of zine sulphate from 519 
tons to 208 tons. 

Exports zine oxide decreased 
sharply in 1931, from 10,753 tons in 
1930 to 5.131 tons, whereas those of 
lithopone increased slightly, from 3,665 
tons 3,821 tons over the 
riod.

Alexander chief chemist

There is no aggressive demand for cash 
flaxseed in the loca' market but the daily 
offerings seem to disappear without fuss.

not think that the present situa- 
tion is by any means hopeless. We have 
simply got to do some clear thinking and 
fit ourselves to the situation as we find 
it. cannot force the impossible. 
is the time of all times for the applica- 
tion of good sound, hard sense. We must 
prepare to make and sell that quantity 
of fertilizer that the farmer can buy, and 
we must not extend credit where there is 
no reasonable expectation that the buyer 
ean discharge his obligation. We are not 
loaded up with burdensome inventories, 
and hew straight course may 
expect to stay in business and await the 
return of better times. 


The address the president was 
followed that Charles Brand, 
the executive secretary and treasurer, 
who took his subject “The Ups and 
Downs Agriculture.” Mr. Brand 
has achieved wide acquaintance with 
agriculture and has become recognized 
as an authority on the economic prob- 
lems the farmer having been for 
twenty years chief the Bureau 
Markets the Department Agri- 
culture. has occupied his present 
position for the last seven years and, 
prior to that, was vice-president and 
general manager of American Fruit 
Growers, Inc. 

In approaching his subject Mr. Brand 
stated that there is nothing new about 
agricultural depressions, they are 
old civilization itself, the Egyp- 
tians and Romans having had them 
and there having been several severe 


ones in the colonial period in this 
country. part his address was 
follows:— 


Mr. Brand’s Address 


There is reason to believe that the pres- 
ent depression, which for farmers began 
in 1920, may be followed by some years 
of low prices. Prosperity, however, is 
not so much a question of high prices but 
a question of price relations. Farm prod- 
ucts are now selling at 61 percent of pre- 
war prices, while the average of all com- 
modities bought by farmers is 115 percent 
of the prewar figure. The farmer's dollar 
is now worth only 53 cents. He cannot 
possibly be even reasonably prosperous 
until the price equilibrium is_ restored. 
Not until then will the farmer be able to 
enjoy a standard of living that is in keep- 
ing with service that he renders to so- 
ciety. 

The disparity in the prices of what the 
farmer sells and what he buys is well 
illustrated by the fact that in 1913 it 
took 120 bushels of wheat to buy a grain 
binder, while in 1931 it took 340 bushels. 
In 1913 it took 179 pounds of cotton to 
buy a cultivator, but in 1931 it took 692 
pounds. The wholesale price fertilizer 
in 1931 was less than it was in 1913, but, 
even so, it took twice as many pounds 
of cotton to buy a ton of fertilizer in 1931 
as were required in 1913. 

The farmer’s tax burden is enormous. 
1931 his total tax bill was greater 
than the combined value of the wheat 
and cotton crops. We owe it to ourselves, 
to the farmer, and to the country to give 
vigorous assistance to every movement 
that has for its end an appropriate and 
equitable reduction of the farmer’s tax 
burden. 

Farmers have made a big effort to work 
themselves out of their difficulties—to ad- 
os themselves to the new conditions. 

hey have shifted crop acreages on a 
tremendous scale and, unfortunately for 
the fertilizer industry, this shifting has 
in the past 10 years involved a loss of 
18,000,000 acres of crop land in the ferti- 
lizer-consuming States of the Hast and a 
gain of 24,000,000 acres of crop land by 
the non-fertilizer-using States of the West. 
Changes in the acreages of cotton, corn, 
and wheat account for the bulk of this 
acre shift. 

Undoubtedly the depression of agricul- 
ture since 1920 has been one of the chief 
causes for the general breakdown of the 
business structure and, in my opinion, the 
greatest need of the moment is the ad- 
justment of prices to purchasing power. 
The superstructure of a sound prosperity 
cannot be laid upon an uneven and vari- 
able foundation. With farm prices at 41 
percent less than before the war, and 
prices paid by farmers 15 percent higher 
than before the war, we cannot hope for 
stability. Prices generally must become 
adjusted before we can have that equi- 
librium which must precede general re- 
covery. 

Summarizing, Mr. Brand stated 
conclusion that the purchasing power 
farm products must raised, farm 
taxes must lowered through reduc- 
tion the cost government, there 
must further adjustments wage 
scales some industries, there must 
be a scaling down of freight rates, 
lower prices for many lines 
ished goods, and lower rents line 
with reduced industrial payrolls. These 
adjustments must come before farm 
purchasing power can restored.

(c) Sub-Quality Cotton Seed. Cotton 
seed that, by analysis, contain foreign 
matter, moisture, and/or free fatty acids 
the oil the seed excess the 
percentages shown in Section 3-b, or are 
seed from seed cotton that has been pro- 
cessed in a boll ‘breaker, or other de- 
vice for preparing snapped cotton or 
bollies for ginning, shall known 
Sub-Quality Cotton Seed; and the Qual- 
ity Index such Cotton seed shall 
found reducing the Quality Index 
Prime Quality Cotton Seed follows:— 


(1) Not exceed five-tenths unit 
for each 0.1 percent of free fatty acids 
the oil the seed excess 1.8 per- 
cent; provided that this reduction shall 
not exceed 50 units of the quality Index 
Prime Quality Cotton Seed.
